Mr,  Chairman,  Mrs.  Pike  and  Gentlemen, 

I take  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  1970.  V/hile  it  is  largely 
factual,  the  views  I express  in' it  are  not  necessarily  yours. 

There  are  no  startling  differences  from  the  previous  yean  the  infant 
mortality  rate  may  have  increased,  but  in  a relatively  small  community  a 
slight  rise  in  the  number  of  occurrences  results  in  a more  appreciable 
increase  in  the  rate  per  thousand.  Perinatal  mortality  was  much  greater,  but 
then  in  I969  we  had  the  unusual  experience  of  no  stillbirths,  whereas  in  1970 
there  were  double  the  number  of  deaths  under  one  week  old.  The  death  rate  for 
all  ages  was  greater  than  in  the  previous  year,  but  not  by  much,  and  it  is 
bound  to  vary  from  year  to  year  according  to  the  number  of  survivors  in  old 
age. 


No  large  epidemics  occurred,  though  perhaps  we  were  lucky  with  a dysentery 
outbreak  last  summer.  The  number  of  notifications  of  infective  jaundice 
increased,  while  the  measles  figure  was  slightly  lower  than  in  the  year  before. 
There  seems  little  doubt  that  measles  immunization  has  done  away  with  the  old 
biennial  pattern. 

There  is  equally  little  doubt  that  the  information  we  now  receive  from 
the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer  helps  us  to  find  human  carriers  of  salmonella, 
the  organism  of  food  poisoning. 

Socio-medical  problems  were  again  few. 

In  all  aspects  of  my  work  I remain  indebted  to  my  environmental  health 
colleagues,  particularly  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr,  Cox,  for  his 
amiable  and  good-humoured  guidance.  I can  truly  say  that  we  work  as  a team. 

It  is  ever  a pleasure  to  work  for  you,  and  I hope  that  when  the  new  local 
gover3ament  and  health  areas  cone  into  being  I may  continue  to  do  so. 

As  usual  I am  grateful  to  my  secretary,  who  at  the  time  of  writing  has 
just  taken  on  the  burden  of  the  whole  Health  Department  but  will  set  out  this 
report  as  in  previous  years  before  her  successor  takes  up  office.

Ischaemic  heart  disease,  which  includes  coronary  thrombosis  and  angina 
pectoris,  once  again  led  the  field  and  took  even  greater  numbers  than  in  the 
previous  year,  a fall  in  the  female  deaths  being  offset  by  rise  of  109o  among 
the  males.  The  pattern  changed  in  that  the  heaviest  losses  occurred  among 
the  over-65s,  instead  of  those  between  35  and  6h  as  last  year.  The  figures, 
with  those  of  I969  in  brackets,  were:  males  30/^  {2QF/o)  ^ females  (21?^), 
total  22%  (20?^), 

Cancer  came  second,  taking  22%  of  the  males  and  19%  of  the  females, 
a total  of  2QP/o  of  all  deaths.  In  I969  the  respective  figures  were  23%,  15% 
and  20%,  There  was  a rise  in  the  incidence  of  lung  cancer  from  6,0%  to  6,5^* 
small  in  itself,  but  the  continued  low  incidence  in  females,  again  only  one 
death,  was  outweighed  by  a male  rise  from  9%  to  12%,  Have  our  men  yet  got  the 
message  about  the  dangers  of  cigarette  smoking?  More  men  than  women  are  seen 
smoking  in  public,  and  smoke  from  the  fags  that  droop  in  their  mouths  is  far 
more  likely  to  be  inhaled.  Deaths  from  other  forms  of  cancer  were  much  the  same 
as  in  the  previous  year  except,  alas,  that  leukaemia  emerged  to  take  one  child 
and  tv/o  young  adults. 

Bronchitis  and  emphysema  claimed  fewer  victims  than  last  year,  jarticularly 
from  women.  Hypertensive  disease  once  more  hardly  figures  among  the  causes  of 
death,  while  cerebrovascular  disease  and  pneumonia  appear  largely  as  terminal 
conditions  in  old  age, 

I regret  having  to  record  that  motor  vehicle  accidents  resulted  in  the  loss 
of  five  young  lives,  one  of  them  only  a child,  and  one  old  person.  It  is  a 
strange  coincidence  that  they  accounted  for  the  only  four  deaths  between  15  and  2h 
years,  just  the  same  as  last  year.  Other  accidents  added  five  more  lives,  three 
of  them  children.

Measles 

iiVen  though  the  immunization  campaign  had  been  held  up  from  February  19^9 
till  July  1969,  and  did  not  get  fully  under  way  again  until  February  1970,  there 
were  fewer  cases  than  would  have  been  expected  in  earlier  years.  The  biennial 
pattern  has  disappeared.  The  only  sizeable  epidemic  occurred  in  the  Wootton 
Bassett  area  during  the  second  and  third  quarters  of  the  year  and  contributed 
over  6CF/o  of  the  total  cases  notified. 

It  is  amusing,  though  at  the  time  it  was  embarrassing  and  annoying,  to 
recall  the  way  the  local  press  reported  what  I was  alleged  to  have  said  about 
eight  cases  of  measles  at  a Public  Health  Committee  meeting  in  July.  The  public 
were  presented  with  large  headlines:  "Measles  'Wave'  hits  Wilts  Town"  and  I was 
misquoted  as  calling  the  outbreak  "this  present  surge".  Now,  I am  all  for 
co-operating  with  the  press  so  long  as  they  print  the  facts,  but  in  this  instance 
I felt  that  a correction  was  called  for,  and  in  fairness  to  the  press  I am 
pleased  to  add  that  it  was  duly  published. 

Food  Poisoning 

From  the  19  cases  notified  as  food  poisoning  or  suspected  food  poisoning 
seven  produced  salraonellae.  The  biggest  yield  was  when  the  Divisional  Veterinary 
Officer  reported  that  a cow  had  been  found  to  be  infected  with  salmonella 
typhimuriui'n,  and  when  the  concerned  families  were  checked  six  out  of  nine  people, 
three  of  them  children,  were  found  to  be  carrying  the  organism.  Four  had 
experienced  symptoms  before  I received  the  veterinary  report,  one  had  symptoms 
afterwards,  while  the  sixth  had  no  symptoms  at  all.  They  were  referred  to  their 
doctors  for  treatment  and  subsequently  notified  as  cases  of  food  poisoning,  and 
received  full  clearance  tests.  Of  the  three  children  one  attended  a nursery 
school,  the  other  two  an  infant  school,  and  all  three  were  excluded  until  found 
free  from  infection. 
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Later,  diirinfj  the  outbreak  of  dysentery  described  belov^^two  cases 
notified  as  dysentery  respectively  produced  salmonella  Stanley  and  salmonella 
panama,  mid  our  investigation  showed  that  the  mother  of  the  latter  case  also 
had  salmonella  panama,  I amended  the  diagnoses  of  the  two  notifications,  and 
the  mother  was  subsequently  notified  as  food  poisonings 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  another  salmonella-infected  cow  was  reported 
by  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer  and  the  same  salmonella,  typhimurium,  was 
grown  from  one  of  the  affected  people.  This  case  was  not  notified,  presumably 
because  it  was  not  regarded  as  food  poisoning, 

A parting  t:>  ought : if  a salmonella-infected  cow  infects  the  person  who 
handles  her,  is  it  food  poisoning? 


Dysentery 

This  unwelcome  disease  reared  its  ugly  head  during  the  summer  holidays, 
the  first  case  being  revealed  when  a boy  in  hospital  with  different  symptoms 
j)roduced  the  organism,  I then  discovered  that  other  cases  had  occurred  in  the 
locality  but  had  not  been  notified,  with  the  result  that  our  investigations 
and  preventive  measures  were  delayed.  What  with  the  school  holidays  there  was 
greater  risk  of  spread  among  children,  and  to  strengthen  the  controls  at  home 
I revised  the  broadsheet  I had  prepared  during  the  epidemics  of  I966  and  issued 
it  afresh  to  doctors  and  families.  Happily,  despite  the  unpropitious  start 
the  disease  did  not  spread  as  much  as  I had  feared,  I encouraged  the  doctors 
to  notify  me  of  suspected  cases  and  leave  the  bacteriological  investigations 
to  me, 

Tlie  outbreak  comprised  16  notifications  of  whom  three  produced  the  causative 
organism,  shigella  sonnei,  A further  two  notified  cases  gave  salmonellae,  and  as 
I have  already  mentioned  the  diagnoses  were  amended  to  food  poisoning. 


Whooping  Cough 

There  was  orJ-y  one  outbreak  of  any  size.  It  will  be  remembered  that  the 
vaccine  does  not  confer  immunity,  and  while  the  risk  of  lethal  complication 

is  much  less,  cases  can  occur  despite  immunization. 


Infective  Jaundice  (or  Hepatitis) 

Sporadic  cases  continued,  and  in  addition  there  was  a limited  outbreak  in 
one  area.  Owing  to  the  long  incubation  period  and  the  co-existence  of  "ghost” 
cases  with  neither  symptoms  nor  jaundice,  the  outbreak  seemed  likely  to  drag  on 
into  1971  j aiid.  indeed  it  has.  Since  the  virus  remains  in  the  body  for  an 
indefinite  period,  people  who  have  had  jaundice  can  no  longer  give  blood,  and 
on  the  directions  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  following  a letter  from  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security,  I began  to  inform  the  Regional  Blood 
Transfusion  Officer  of  cases  or  contacts  who  were  blood  donors. 


Scarlet  Fever 

Contrary  to  my  earlier  surmise,  the  number  of  notifications  did  not  rise 
but  fell  substantially.  It  must  be  remembered,  of  course,  that  many  cases  of 
streptococcal  infection  do  not  produce  a rash. 


Tuberculosis 

Only  tv;o  cases  were  notified,  the  same  as  last  year,  and  as  I said  then 
such  cases  serve  to  remind  us  that  the  disease  is  under  control  but  has  not 
been  exterminated. 

Two  important  control  measures  against  tuberculosis  are  (a)  protection  of 
school  children  with  B.C.G,  vaccine;  and  (b)  diagnosis  with  the  aid  of  the 
Mobile  Radiography  Unit. 
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(a)  B.G.G,  Vaccination 


Secondary  school  pupils  who  have  reached  the  age  of  15  (and  those  aged  12 
in  the  same  forms)  are  offered  a skin  test  to  determine  whether  or  not  they 
have  any  immune  reaction  to  tuberculosis,  and  if  they  give  a negative  reaction 
they  are  offered  the  anti-tuberculosis  vaccine,  B.C.G.  The  vaccine  is  given 
intradermally,  and  about  six  weeks  afterwards  the  injection  si^  is  inspected 
to  see  if  there  has  been  a reaction.  In  the  absence  of  a reaction,  or  a reading, 
a further  test  will  be  offered  in  the  following  year.

Of  the  positives 
at  Bradon  Forest  School  four  had  previously  received  B.C.G*  vaccine,  while  at 
Wootton  Bassett  School  there  were  eight.

(b)  Mobile  Chest  X-Bay  Service 

Before  going  on  to  the  figures,  I should  like  to  emphasise  that  because  of 
national  economic  retrenchment  a mass  radiography  service  for  the  general 
population  no  longer  exists;  the  mobile  unit  serves  medical  practitioners 
who  refer  cases  for  diagnostic  purposes,  and  people  wishing  chest  x-ray  must 
necessarily  go  to  their  own  doctor  in  the  first  place. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  under  report  a proposal  for  the  unit  to  attend 
at  V/ootton  Bassett  Secondary  School  on  Mondays  instead  of  Thxirsdays  was 
discussed  with  the  Headmaster,  who  kindly  agreed  that  patients  awaiting  x-ray 
could  shelter  in  the  School  entrance  hall  and  a suitable  time,  12  noon,  which 
would  not  clash  with  the  pupils'  leaving  for  lunch,  was  approved  by  the  School 
Governors.  The  new  arrangement  began  on  Monday  4th  January,  1971.

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Typhoid  Fever  Contacts  ■ 

V/hile  no  local  notification  was  called  for,  we  were  involved  in  a case 
of  typhoid  fever  which  occurred  elsewhere*  On  11th  December  a Wootton  Bassett 
nan  cani.to  tell  ne  that  his  son,  daughter-in-law  and  grand- daughter  were 
contacts  of  a case  of  typhoid  fever,  his  mother-in-law,  who  lived  at  Hilton 
near  Derby,  The  informant  and  his  wife  both  worked  at  R.A.F.  Lyneham  in  the 
officers  and  airmens  mess  respectively,  and  the  R.A.F,  Senior  Medical  Officer 
had  already  excluded  them  from  work. 

There  followed  a letter  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  Repton 
Rural  District  giving  information  about  the  case.  Along  with  her  husband 
and  six  of  her  ten  children  she  had  become  vaguely  ill  around  the  end  of 
November,  and  on  5th  December  she  became  much  worse  and  was  admitted  to 
hospital  in  Derby  where  investigations  led  to  a firm  diagnosis  of  typhoid. 

In  the  course  of  the  investigations  tests  were  made  on  the  family,  including 
the  Wootton  Bassett  family,  and  when  the  latter  returned  I continued  the 
tests  and  excluded  the  husband  (the  son  of  the  man  who  had  approached  me) 
from  his  work  in  Swindon, 

None  of  the  local  family  had  been  close  contacts  of  the  case,  the  closest 
being  the  daughter,  who  had  attended  to  her  mother's  bedding  and  night-clothes 
after  her  mother  had  been  admitted  to  hospital. 

In  the  event  all  tests  proved  negative,  and  with  the  end  of  the  maximum 
incubation  period  I was  able  to  pronounce  them  free  from  infection. 

Modern  life  being  what  it  is,  I was  for  some  time  afterwards  involved 
in  the  son's  claim  for  compensation  for  loss  of  earnings  while  excluded  from 
work.  Meanwhile,  the  M.O.H,  of  Repton  R,D,C,  expressed  to  his  Public  Health 
Committee  his  appreciation  of  the  way  we  and  other  concerned  authorities  had 
co-operated  in  following-up  the  contacts. 


DISEASES  NOT  NOTIFIABLE 

Returns 

As  usual  I am  indebted  to  certain  head  teachers  who  send  me  copies  of  their 
returns  to  the  Education  Authority  of  pupils  absent  through  illness,  also  to  the 
Senior  Medical  Officer  of  the  Royal  Air  Force  Lyneham  who  lets  me  have  copies  of 
diseases  notifiable  within  the  Service, 

In  those  ways  I received  notice  of  fifty  cases  of  chickenpox,  nine  of 
(ierman  measles  and  forty-four  of  mumps.

Once  again  no  human  cases  were  reported.  Since  the  disease  is  not 
notifiable,  dare  one  hope  that  the  immunization  campaign  against  bovine 
infection  is  beginning  to  take  effect?

SOCIO-MEDIC/LL  PROBLEr«IS 


Youth  Hostel  at  Lydiard  Mansion 

The  hostel  is  run  by  Swindon  Corporation  and  caters  for  thirty  young 
people  at  a time.  Space  is  provided  at  the  rear  of  the  building,  formerjy 
the  stables,  for  camping.  Cooking  and  eating  facilities  are  provided  and 
toilet  accommodation. 

Following  receipt  of  an  anonymous  letter  about  the  state  of  the  premises 
I arranged  to  make  a joint  visit  with  the  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
Swindon,  each  of  us  accompanied  by  a public  health  inspector.  In  the  event  the 
D.M.O.H,  was  iinable  to  attend,  but  we  were  joined  by  the  Deputy  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  of  Swindon,  my  companion  being  our  own  Deputy  C.P.H.I.  Both 
had  already  visited  the  premises, 

/;fter  a full  inspection  of  the  dormitories,  ablutions,  toilets,  kitchen, 
eating  space  and  surrounds  we  agreed  that  the  conditions  were  not  as  bad  as  the 
anonymous  complainant  had  made  out,  but  noted  some  items  for  immediate  attention 
and  some  less  urgent  ones  for  action  later.  In  general  the  premises  could 
hardly  be  described  as  palatial;  but  then,  the  aim  is  to  provide  reasonable 
basic  conditions  for  young  people  to  ’’camp-in”,  using  their  own  enterprise 
and  resources, 

A Geriatric  Problem 


Following  representations  from  a family  about  an  aged  relative  who  had 
of  necessity  come  to  live  with  them  I contacted  the  family  doctor  and  discussed 
the  case.  The  old  man  was  causing  a lot  of  trouble  in  one  way  and  another;  for 
instance,  he  had  to  be  bedded  in  the  dining-room,  for  another  he  was  careless 
in  his  dressing  and  undressing,  exposing  himself  to  younger  members  of  the 
family,  and  he  was  very  unstable  and  cantankerous.  There  was  doubt  about 
whether  he  should  be  admitted  to  hospital  as  a geriatric  or  psychiatric  case. 
After  both  specialists  had  been  called  in  but  neither  would  accept  him,  I 
made  a joint  visit  with  the  doctor  to  determine  the  next  line  of  action.  He 
was  turned  down  for  admission  to  a psychiatric  home  but  arrangements  were 
finally  made  for  his  admission  to  Roundway  Hospital  in  Devizes  - and  there  he 
stayed. 


CONCLUSION 


The  events  of  last  summer,  although  on  a small  scale,  serve  to  emphasise 
the  importance  of  a preventive  medical  service.  What  with  large  numbers  of 
patients,  general  practitioners  are  fully  occupied  with  diagnosis  and  treatment 
and  do  not  have  time  to  step  back  and  take  a broader  look  at  the  implications 
of  communicable  disease.  That  is  where  the  health  doctor  (or  community 
physician)  comes  in,  to  investigate  the  outbreak,  control  the  contacts,  and 
advise  the  public  how  they  can  help  prevent  spread  of  the  disease.  In  any  new 
health  organization  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  there  will  be  enough  of  us  to  man 
worlcable  divisions  of  the  new  local  authority  areas. 

In  conclusion,  I do  not  think  I can  do  better  than  quote  from  a leading 
article  in  the  British  Medical  Journal  of  1st  August,  1970: 

”,,, Preventive  medicine,  epidemiology,  and  health  education  are  aspects  of 
medicine  which  rarely  ignite  professional  or  public  imagination  in  the  way  that 
other  more  dramatic  branches  of  medicine  sometimes  do.  They  are  none  the  less 
essential  for  all  that.  A public  health  doctor  is  somewhat  akin  to  a lighthouse 
keeper,  VAiile  he  is  there  little  is  heard  of  him.  If  he  is  not  there  some 
spectacular  wrecks  could  occur". 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  there  will  always  be  sufficient  keepers.

Cricklade  and  Wootton  Bassett  Rural  District  Council, 


Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Pike  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  eighth  Annual  Report  on  the  work  carried  out 
in  my  section  of  the  Public  Health  & Housing  Department.  Allied  to  ray  duties  as 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  are  the  duties  of  Housing  Officer  and  as  in  former 
years  figures  on  housing  activities  are  given  because  this  information  produced 
each  year  is  a most  useful  reference  record  and  has  an  important  link  with 
environmental  health  work.  The  year  was  highlighted  by  the  completion  and 
commissioning  of  Hooks  Hill,  Purton,  Springfield  House,  Wootton  Bassett,  and 
Hoberden  House,  Cricklade,  the  three  and  first  grouped  accommodation  houses 
for  aged  persons.  We  have  become  proud  of  the  units  and  have  been  particularly 
fortunate  in  the  selection  of  our  three  wardens  in  that  they  have  all  three 
shown  a real  flair  for  their  tasks. 

Meat  inspection  still  takes  up  a considerable  amount  of  inspectors  time  but 
in  spite  of  difficulties  100%  meat  inspection  has  been  maintained. 

It  was  a particularly  good  year  for  progress  on  the  inspection  of  sub- 
standard houses  and  a record  number  of  49  orders  were  served  resulting  in 
subsequent  offers  of  works  for  modernisation  and  the  number  of  grants  applied 
for  to  do  this  type  of  work  is  rising  at  a fast  rate. 

The  refuse  collection  and  disposal  and  cesspool  emptying  services  operated 
smoothly  with  the  same  staff  and  without  industrial  difficulties  due  in  no  small 
measure  to  the  now  well  tried  incentive  bonus  scheme.  The  extension  of  main 
sewerage  in  the  district  continues  to  gain  momentum  and  the  year  was  highlighted 
by  the  completion  of  the  modernisation  to  the  Wootton  Bassett  works  and  drainage 
to  Hook  and  Broad  Town. 

I would  like  to  record  my  thanks  to  Mr.  E.  W.  Hampshire,  the  Swindon  Water 
Engineer  for  the  contribution  on  water  supplies  which  he  has  provided  for  the 
Report  and  for  his  help  during  the  year  especially  on  the  proposed  extension  to 
the  high  level  areas  of  Broad  Town  and  Clyffe  Pypard,  In  addition  I would  add 
my  thanks  to  Mr.  P.  M.  Ennis,  the  County  Public  Health  Inspector  for  his  real 
interest  in  our  problems  and  to  all  County  officers  with  whom  we  have  had  to  work 
during  the  year. 

In  conclusion  and  by  no  means  least  are  my  grateful  thanks  to  Dr.  E,  Hope  Lamb, 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  his  ever  willing  support  and  to  the  loyal  team 
in  the  department  for  the  energetic  interest  that  they  have  maintained  and  who  with 
me  would  wish  to  thank  the  Council  and  all  officers  of  other  departments  for  their 
continued  support  and  ready  co-operation.

The  last  application  was  made  in  June  i960. 


Housing  Applications 

It  will  be  noted  that  applications  on  the  main  housing  list  fell  to  172  and 
108  at  the  end  of  the  year.  It  should  be  noted  that  in  March  1970  applicants 
coming  cn  to  the  lists  for  Cricklade,  Lyneham,  Purton  and  Wootton  Bassett,  were 
first  put  on  to  a two  year  preliminary  waiting  list  and  from  then  to  the  end  of 
the  year  65  and  38  additional  applications  were  received,  but  even  then  the 
over-all  reduction  totalled  I65.  There  is  little  doubt  that  as  the  position  I 
improves  this  preliminary  period  will  be  reduced  to  a shorter  period,  but  it  is  I 
a very  useful  exercise  in  that  it  prevents  queue  jumping  apart  from  the  occasional 
eviction  or  emergency  case.  ■

Inspection  of  Council  Houses 

177  Council  houses  were  inspected  in  detail  and  the  conditions  recorded,  6^^ 
Houses  were  visited  in  connection  with  minor  structural  repairs  and  71  in  connection 
with  complaints  involving  neighbours,  necessitating  350  visits.  The  scheme  to  assit 
the  tenants  of  aged  persons'  bungalows  with  a decoration  grant  each  five  years 
continued  and  a fiirther  to  cases  received  this  help.  Generally  speaking,  the  care  of 
council  houses  is  good  and  decoration  carried  out  by  tenants  is  satisfactory  but  as 
can  be  imagined  there  are  still  careless  and  problem  families  who  need  a fair  amount 
of  surveillance.  The  number  of  visits  put  in  on  dealing  with  complaints  and 
neighbours'  quarrels  etc.  was  quite  high  at  350  but  I think  it  can  still  be  said 
that  the  tactful  and  firm  intervention  of  an  officer  does,  in  the  long  run,  help  to 
solve  a number  of  these  difficult  problems.  As  can  be  realised,  there  is  always  a 
hard-core  of  the  type  of  case  which  is  almost  impossible  to  settle  and  they  do  make 
for  a certain  amount  of  unnecessary  human  misery. 

Sale  of  Council  Houses 

The  Council  policy  on  this  matter  changed  during  the  year.  It  was  agreed  to  sell 
houses  up  to  the  1967  type  to  sitting  tenants,  provided  they  had  been  the  tenant  of  the 
house  for  five  years,  subject  to  District  Valuer's  market  valuation. 

Re-letting  of  Council  Houses 

Forty-nine  houses  and  nineteen  bungalows  were  relet  during  the  year. 

Exchange  of  Tenancies 

Nine  exchanges  took  place  from  district  to  district  and  within  the  district 
during  the  year  following  agreement  by  the  authorities  concerned.

New  Council  Accommodation 

let  during  1970  " 

During  the  year  the ' three  units  of  grouped  accoumiudoct.-Lor into  service  each 
comprising  24  aged  persons'  flats  (4x2  person  and  20  x 1 person)  plus  a warden's 
flat,  being  Heberden  House,  Cricklade,  Hooks  Hill,  Purton,  and  Springfield  House 
Wootton  Bassett.  In  addition,  4 OAP  1 bedroom  flats  came  into  service  at  The  Lawns 
Wootton  Bassett,  plus  18  general  purpose  flats,  17  having  2 bedrooms  and  1 being  a * 

1 -bedroom  flat.  One  2-bedroom  flat  was  equipped  as  a warden's  flat  with  an  alarm 
board,  to  serve  the  OAP  flats  at  The  Lawns. 

The  three  grouped  accommodation  units  mentioned  above  provide  excellent 
accommodation  in  that  each  flat  comprises  living  room,  bedroom,  separate  bathroom 
and  separate  kitchen,  apart  from  the  disabled  persons'  flats,  there  being  2 of 
this  type  in  each  unit,  where  the  arrangement  is  a bedsitter  with  a separate  kitchen 
and  bathroom,  and  all  the  necessary  lifting  aids.  In  each  unit  there  is  a communal 
lounge  and  service  kitchen,  a communal  laundry,  oil  fired  boiler  in  special  boiler- 
house,  2 guest  rooms,  public  toilets  and  first  aid  room  and  a three  bedroom  warden's 
flat  for  the  resident  warden.  The  standard  of  the  construction  and  the  equipment 
provided  is  such  that  any  local  authority  could  be  proud  to  be  connected  with  them, 
and  the  reaction  of  the  residents  has  been  very  favourable  indeed. 

Case  Conferences  - Care  of  Children 

Attendance  has  been  maintained  by  the  Department  at  each  quarterly  case 
conference  and  I feel  that  these  meetings  are  mutually  advantageous  to  the  officers 
concerned  with  the  problems,  as  well  as  in  the  long  run  to  the  cases  brought  up  for 
consideration.  As  in  other  years  I am  very  happy  to  report  that  this  district  still 
holds  the  record  of  having  had  no  family  rendered  homeless  where  children  were 
concerned,  although  I must  say  at  times  with  eviction  cases  I have  only  maintained 
this  proud  record  with  great  difficulty,  together  with  the  understanding  of  most  of 
the  people  concerned  when  the  responsibility  of  their  intended  action  was  brought  to 
their  notice  and  it  was  pointed  out  that  a little  give  and  take  on  both  sides  could 
prevent  such  a happening.  However,  I am  still  dismayed  by  the  situation  surrounding 
Part  III  accommodation  with  the  arrangements  obtaining  at  the  present  moment  where 
only  children  can  be  dealt  with  by  the  Children's  Department  in  the  case  of  legal 
eviction,  because  there  are  very  few  cases  where  the  parents  are  prepared  to  part 
with  the  children  and  the  only  sensible  solution,  in  my  opinion,  in  such  a 
situation  is  some  Part  III  accommodation  capable  of  taking  the  family  for  a very 
short  period  until  the  housing  authority  can  resolve  the  problem.  In  this  respect 
the  Council  have  indicated  that  they  are  prepared  to  authorise  the  purchase  of  up 
to  8 properties  of  a half-way  housing  type  should  suitable  properties  become 
available,  and  at  the  time  of  writing  the  search  still  goes  on,  because  the  demand 
for  any  type  of  property  in  this  district  is  very  fierce  indeed  and  open  to  vary 
competitive  pricing. 

Council  House  Garden  Competition 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  having  succeeded  in  securing  the  services  of  another 
professional  judge  the  Competition  was  renewed  for  this  year  and  the  prize  money  for 
the  previous  year  was  added  to  the  prize  money  for  1970,  which  in  this  particular 
year,  I feel  sure,  did  add  slightly  to  the  Competition,  I explain  each  year,  however, 
that  the  importance  of  the  Competition  is  the  general  raising  of  the  tone  of  the 
areas  achieved  by  the  Competition  rather  than  the  winning  of  prizes,  and  I feel  sure 
that  now  that  the  Competition  has  been  running  for  several  years  there  is  agreement 
with  this  view  amongst  a great  number  of  the  tenants. 

Council  Garages 

At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  258  garages  in  unit  sections  in  close 
proximity  to  blocks  of  properties  and  with  the  gathering  numbers  it  was  decided  that 
the  Department  should  take  over  the  responsibility  for  letting  these  units.  The 
method  is  the  same  as  used  previously  by  the  Clerk's  Department,  namely  to  keep  a 
running  waiting  list  for  each  site  and  to  let  garages  in  strict  date  order  to  tenants 
in  good  financial  standing.  From  time  to  time  the  Council  has  the  matter  of  extra 
garages  on  sites  under  review  and  following  house  to  house  surveys  on  the  matter  in 
various  areas  where  councillors  have  indicated  that  they  feel  there  is  a need  for 
further  garages,  plans  are  put  in  motion  to  build  up  the  stock,  and  this  is 
important  in  this  day  and  age  with  the  problem  of  the  motor  vehicles  about  housing 
estates  increasing.

It  was  necessary  to  serve  five  statutory  notices  to  secure  abatement  of 
outstanding  nuisances,  but  in  no  case  was  it  necessary  to  apply  to  the  courts 
for  a nuisance  order.  By  and  large  an . intimation  letter  or  preliminary  notice 
with  follow  up  visits  is  sufficient  to  achieve  abatement. 


Verminous  Premises 

In  this  field  the  bulk  of  the  disinfestation  is  carried  out  by  the  Pest 
Control  Officer  with  reference  and  help  from  inspectors  when  difficulties  are 
encountered.  He  maintains  regular  control  of  fly  breeding  on  the  refuse  tips 
with  excellent  results,  but  it  is  a task  which  must  be  maintained  at  regular 
intervals  throughout  the  breeding  season.  Infestations  in  premises  during  the 
year  were  fairly  light  and  comprised  trouble  with  cluster  flies,  wasps,  ants, 
red  spider,  cockroaches,  beetles,  earwigs,  one  case  of  lice,  one  case  of  bugs 
and  5 cases  of  fleas  and  I feel  sure  those  troubled  fully  appreciate  the  prompt 
service  given.

Connections  to  the  sewers  at  Broad  Town  and  Hook  got  well  under  way  during 
the  year  45  new  connections  in  these  parishes  being  completed  by  the  end  of  the 
year.

Public  Conveniences 


Public  conveniences  are  situated  at  Wootton  Bassett  and  Cricklade  and 
extension  of  this  service  to  Purton  and  Lyneham  is  under  consideration. 


Cesspool  Emptying 

In  September  I969  the  Council  purchased  a Dennis  I5OO  gallon  cesspool 
emptying  machine  and  private  premises  and  council  houses  are  now  serviced  under 
this  scheme  at  a nominal  charge.  The  vehicle  is  operated  by  one  man  as  a driver/ 
loader  and  the  contents  of  the  tanker  are  disposed  of  at  the  sewage  works  at 
Cricklade,  Purton  and  Wootton,  and  to  some  extent  in  the  old  sludge  lagoons  at 
the  disused  Blakehill  Sewage  V/orks.  The  organisation  of  the  scheme  is  on  a 
pre-payment  basis  and  to  date  the  scheme  has  been  operated  without  the  trouble 
of  a serious  backlog  of  work  by  arranging  the  servicing  of  Council  properties 
on  a planned  rota  and  carrying  out  the  servicing  of  private  properties  in  the 
intervening  periods  but  with  time  left  in  each  week  for  private  work  with  the 
idea  that  no-one  should  be  kept  waiting  having  paid  the  necessary  fee.

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Refuse  collection  is  carried  out  on  a kerbside  collection  basis  with 
salvage  of  waste  paper,  rags,  woollens,  non-ferrous  metals,  light  and  heavy 
iron  being  collected  at  the  same  time  in  trailers.  Large  collections  of 
unwanted  materials  from  separate  premises  can  be  collected  by  special 
arrangement  with  the  department  free  of  charge.  This  extra  service  is 
provided  to  reduce  to  a minimum  illegal  dumping  in  the  countryside.  The 
service  is  operated  by  a fleet  of  three  diesel  powered  vehicles.  The  staff 
of  men  totalling  10  including  the  foreman  operate  on  an  incentive  bonus  system 
which  has  operated  successfully  since  1966  and  since  that  date  there  has  been 
no  increase  in  staff  and  no  strikes  in  spite  of  the  steady  growth  of  the  district 
usually  at  the  average  growth  of  250  extra  households  a year.  The  added  bin 
bonus  accruing  is  shared  equally  by  the  men.  Trade  refiase  from  all  but  very 
large  industrial  undertakings  is  collected  on  the  daily  runs  free  of  charge. 

Bank  holidays  are  covered  by  double  route  working  or  on  Saturdays  but  always 
in  such  a way  that  there  is  no  back  log  to  pick  up  afterwards. 

Refuse  disposal  is  by  controlled  tipping  at  Scotlands,  Wootton  Bassett, 
and  at  the  disused  canal  at  The  Dance,  Cricklade,  and  with  tip  cover  material 
obtained  without  cost  from  various  development  sources  from  inside  and  outside 
the  district  the  tips  have  been  well  maintained  using  a Muir-Hill  four  wheel 
drive  hydraulic  bucket,  which  is  now  in  its  third  year  of  service.  During  the 
year  it  was  necessary  to  seek  extension  to  the  existing  site  at  Wootton  Bassett, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  be  achieved.  With  a service  of  collection  and 
disposal  on  such  an  economic  budget  as  will  be  seen  elsewhere  in  this  report 
a kerbside  collection  and  land  reclamation  of  poor  or  waste  land  by  controlled 
tipping  is  bound  to  be  very  attractive  if  it  can  still  be  maintained.  Towards 
the  end  of  the  year  the  first  paper  sack  collections  commenced  covering  the 
three  now  grouped  accommodation  units.

The  record  figure  of  the  previous  year  was  not  maintained  and  this  can  be 
attributed  to  a drop  of  30  tons  mixed  baled  waste  paper.  The  reason  for  this 
is  that  there  is  competition  in  the  district  for  waste  paper  by  private  dealers 
and  charity  organisations.  This  has  happened  before  when  circumstances  and 
prices  dictate.

The  running  costs  less  depreciation  of  the  Cesspool  Emptying  Machine 
PHR  253^^  amounted  to  £256.83  of  which  £206.8?  was  for  fuel,  the  mileage  covered 
by  tlxLs  vehicle  totalling  6,930  miles  and  the  vehicle  operated  at  9*69  miles 
per  gallon.  The  cost  per  mile  at  7p  per  mile  is  excellent  having  regard  to  the 
capacity  of  the  machine  and  engine  time  for  pumping. 


Salvage  receipts  fell  by  £226,53  and  the  fact  that  because  of  this  the  real 
rise  in  costs  only  rose  by  £1,380,0?  is  very  satisfactory  having  regard  to  the  fact 
that  322  houses  were  added  to  the  task  and  that  wages  and  most  prices  rose  in  the 
year.  As  I have  pointed  out  in  previous  recent  annual  reports  this  proves  beyond 
doubt  that  the  efficiency  and  stabilisation  of  the  staff  under  the  incentive  bonus 
scheme,  now  in  its  5th  year,  is  one  of  the  major  factors.  One  other  big  factor  is 
that  during  the  year  no  new  tip  development  was  necessary  and  also  every  effort  is 
made  to  keep  costs  of  covering  material  to  a minimum  by  accepting  by  arrangement 
free  of  claarge  all  suitable  spoil  and  topsoil  from  development  sites  and  stock- 
piling same  when  it  cannot  be  used  immediately. 


Moveable  Dv/ellings 

Two  licences  were  issued  to  station  and  use  moveable  dwellings,  under  Section 
269  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936,  One  of  these  is  a hardy  annual,  housing  a 
showman  and  his  family  for  at  least  nine  months  of  each  year,  the  other  licence  will 
not  be  required  when  the  contractors  constructing  the  section  of  the  M4  motorway 
which  passes  through  the  district  complete  their  task. 


CLEAN  AIR  ACT  1936 

All  plans  of  new  plants  where  chimney  heights  needed  checking  were  dealt  with 
and  in  each  case  where  modifications  were  required  these  were  obtained.  Informal 
action  was  necessary  in  the  case  of  boilerhouses  operating  inefficiently  at  two 
factories  and  in  both  cases  it  is  my  opinion  that  the  long  term  cure  will  be 
replacement  by  modern  plant.  Replacement  of  plant  has  been  promised  of  one 
overloaded  and  outmoded  plant  on  Crown  property  following  notification  of  further 
unsatisfactory  readings.  The  coming  into  operation  of  the  Clean  Air  (Emission 
of  Dark  Smoke)  (Exemption)  Regulations  1969  has  involved  all  three  inspectors  in 
a great  deal  more  surveillance  of  garages  and  scrapyards  all  of  whom  we  warned 
last  year  by  circular  letter  of  the  new  legal  position.

Planning  permission  was  given  during  the  year  for  the  extension  of  th*e 
Lillybrook,  Lyneham  site  from  JO  to  73 • This  is  by  far  the  best  site  and 
the  mobile  homes  on  this  development  are  large  and  of  a high  standard.  Site 
licence  conditions  follow  the  Ministry  model  on  all  sites  above  three  caravans 
and  the  sewer  is  available  by  gravity  to  four  of  the  above  sites. 

No  County  site  has  been  provided  in  the  north  of  the  County  to  date  to 
make  provision  for  gypsies  but  for  a number  of  years  gypsies  have  lived  on 
fixed  licensed  sites  in  the  area  and  another  large  site  by  a private  operator 
awaits  approval  following  an  adjourned  decision. 

In  addition  to  the  main  sites  there  are  39  with  J or  less  scattered  about 
the  district,  many  having  planning  permission  for  short  periods  and  renewal 
of  site  licences  is  necessary  if  temporary  planning  permission  is  extended. 

A general  patrol  of  the  district  ia  maintained  and  one  still  comes  across 
the  person  who  sites  his  or  her  caravan  first  and  then  applies  for  planning 
permission.  Warnings  are  frequent,  pointing  out  the  implications  of  Section  1 
of  the  1960  Act,  for  without  a site  licence  an  offence  is  committed  if  the 
caravan  is  occupied. 


Gypsies  and  other  Travellers 

The  number  of  cases  of  itinerants  being  found  on  grass  verges  of  the  hi^way 
and  on  bridle  tracks  were  less  than  for  previous  years  but  in  all  cases  claimed 
that  they  were  unable  to  find  permanent  sites.  The  fact,  however,  that  they  get 
their  livelihood  by  means  of  moving  from  place  to  place  gives  their  claims  no 
foundation  for  a permanent  site  would  not  suit  their  purposes.  All  one  can 
decide  from  this  is  that  there  is  the  need  for  temporary  standings  on  permanent 
sites  for  itinerants  passing  through  from  time  to  time  and  only  when  permanent 
sites  are  provided  with  these  facilities  at  reasonable  travelling  distances  between 
each  one  will  the  problem  be  really  solved.  However,  the  education  of  the  children 
of  these  wandering  groups  will  still  remain  a problem.  I have  watched  with 
interest  the  progress  in  the  education  of  gypsy  children  where  the  family  has 
settled  down  and  the  interest  and  delight  shown  by  their  less  priveleged 
parents  of  an  earlier  generation.

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Milk  and  Dairies 
Pasteurised  Milk 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT  1933 


Most  retailers  in  the  district  are  supplied  with  milk  from  a paste^I^ising  plant 
within  the  Rural  District,  which  is  supervised  by  the  County  Public  Health  Inspector. 
In  aldition,  two  dairies  at  Cirencester  supply  milk  within  the  district,  one  to  a 
retailer,  and  they  each  do  a retail  round  themselves.  Milk  retailers  operating 
from  premises  outside  the  district  obtain  supplies  from  establishments  at  Burford, 
ChiiDpenham  and  Swindon.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  only  one  raw  milk  retailer 
remains  in  the  district. 

Sterilised  Milk 

There  is  still  a demand  for  this  milk.  The  milk  is  bottled  and  sterilised  at 
plants  in  London  and  Bristol.  Separated  milk  can  now  be  obtained  if  required  for 
persons  on  a fat-free  diet,  generally  under  doctors'  orders. 

Untrea.ted  Milk 


As  mentioned  above  only  one  farm  bottling  raw  milk  from  its  own  production 
remains.  Supervision  of  farm  production  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  but  there  are  occasions  when  due  to  our  sampling 

various  problems  are  dealt  with  by  the  public  health  inspectors,  especially  in  the 
case  of  brucellosis  and  salmonellosis. 

U.H.T.  Milk 

Tliere  are  now  13  shops  and  one  wholesaler  licensed  to  sell  U.H.T.  milk  in 
the  district.  The  wholesale  distributor  covers  several  counties  in  his  deliveries.

No  ice  cream  is  manufactured  in  the  district  now  although  there  are  wholesalers 
stores  of  ice  cream  in  the  district  registered  and  under  surveillance,  16  samples 
were  taken  during  the  year  and  each  one  was  reported  by  the  laboratory  to  be 
Grade  I , 


Meat 


It  will  be  noted  that  the  total  kill  for  the  year  increased  over  the 
previous  year,  but  the  number  of  calves  killed  showed  a further  small  decline. 

The  national  demand  for  beef  means  that  it  will  continue  in  this  way  as  weaning 
methods  and  protection  to  growing  calves  benefit  from  skilled  modern  techniques, 
Veal  a popular  dish  on  the  continent  continues  to  lose  ground  in  this  country 
probably  due  to  the  price  and  the  special  cooking  skills  required.  In  defence  of 
good  veal  the  larger  Continental  or  Danavic  type  of  carcase  of  a well  matured  calf 
if  gaining  in  popularity  and  this  is  all  to  the  good  for  the  small  'bobby'  calf 
carcase  still  remains  a real  problem  to  the  thorough  meat  inspector  and  I would 
still  welcome  a statutory  carcase  weight  for  butcher  calves  of  60  lbs,  and  over. 

The  figures  for  sheep  and  pigs  continued  to  rise. 

In  addition  to  the  number  of  visits  to  slaughterhouses  as  given  below  there 
were  five  visits  to  premises  regarding  Imported  Food  Regulations  involving 
inspection  of  consignments  of  3 tons  12  cwts,  and  2 qtrs,  of  ox  tongues  and  10  tons 
15  cwts,  3 qtrs.  of  pork  shoulders  all  ex  Republic  of  Ireland  via  Newport.  On 
May  27th  1970,  at  Cricklade  Court  a master  butcher  was  prosecuted  under  Meat 
Inspection  Regulations  19^3  and  I966,  Food  & Drugs  Act  1953  and  Food  Hygiene 
(General)  Regulations  i960  on  eight  charges,  seven  being  found  proved  with  fines 
totalling  £105  and  costs  £25  being  imposed  by  the  magistrates.

Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  I96O 

A further  increase  in  the  number  of  inspections  to  all  types  of  food  premises 
took  i^lace  during  the  year,  482  check  inspections  being  made.  Warnings  were  given 
in  a number  of  cases  but  no  court  action  was  necessary*  Brief  notes  on  types  of 
premises  to  be  found  in  the  district  follow,  giving  information  where  alterations 
have  taken  place  during  the  year. 


Icehouses 

The  six  bakehouses  in  the  district  fall  into  two  categories,  three  being 
modern  and  three  in  old  buildings  which  makes  modernisation  difficult  being 
typically  old  village  bakeries.  A further  village  bakery  has  commenced  improvements 
by  installing  a new  oil  fired  oven  and  now  only  one  coke  fired  oven  remains. 


Butchers 


There  are  now  12  retail  shops  and  three  supermarkets  in  the  district,  one 
small  unsatisfactory  premise  which  was  subject  to  notice  for  extensive  works 
during  the  year.  Standards  are  good. 


Cafes 


Regular  inspections  were  carried  out  to  the  twelve  cafes  and  one  restaurant 
in  the  district.  Standards  are  generally  good,  but  some  kitchens  old  and  really 
insufficient  in  size. 


Canteens 

Those  are  all  well  maintained  throughout  the  district  and  provide  an 
excellent  service  to  the  workers  concerned. 

Fish  Frying 

There  are  four  fish  frying  establishments  in  the  district,  one  of  which 
is  about  to  be  demolished  and  rebuilt.  Two  mobile  vans  from  other  districts 
leave  much  to  be  desired,  but  the  visits  are  intermittent  and  control  of  same 
therefore  is  difficult. 
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Generally  this  trade  is  operated  well  with  plenty  of  local  produce  in  the 

area* 

Grocers 

The  standard  remains  high,  competition  in  this  trade  forcing  every  trader 
to  be  on  his  toes* 

Licensed  Premises 

A poor  year  for  refits  but  some  more  schemes  are  in  the  pipeline.  As  in  the 
past  the  standard  of  improvements  by  smaller  local  companies  is  good  but  the  larger 
combines  make  no  real  forward  improvement.  There  are  now  five  hotels  with 
restaurants* 

Wholesale  Ice  Cream  Depots 

There  are  nov\r  two  storage  depots  in  the  district  one  operated  by  a national 
company  and  one  operated  by  a West  Country  firm  come  back  into  use  following 
some  imi^rovements  to  the  premises* 

Wholesale  Meat  Depot 

One  depot  continues  operations  in  premises  in  a village,  but  has  ceased 
imported  meat  operations  for  the  time.  However,  the  standard  of  meat  handled  is 
good. 

Mobile  Shops 

These  are  kept  under  constant  surveillance  but  changes  in  their  rounds  and 
the  hours  worked  make  for  difficulties  in  control. 

Food  Vans 


Generally  speaking  these  are  well  operated,  but  the  tendency  now  is  for  the 
vanmen  to  become  the  operators  of  the  business. 

School  Kitchens 

Lectures  are  given  annually  to  the  staff  of  school  kitchens  and  the  cooking 
depot  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Public  Health  Insirectors.  Standards 
are  good  and  no  trouble  was  experienced  with  school  meals  during  the  year*  The 
district  is  fortunate  in  the  type  of  persons  employed  in  these  kitchens,  who  show 
real  interest  in  their  task.

Outworkers 


Sixteen  outworkers  are  employed  by  an  industrial  glove  making  company  at 
Cricklacle;  ten  workers  of  this  firm  live  in  this  Rural  District,  and  six  in  the 
Borough  of  Swindon, 

One  outworker  living  in  this  district  is  employed  by  a Westbury  firm  and  three 
by  two  Swindon  firmis. 


WATER  SUPPLIES 

In  April  1962  all  water  undertakings,  mains  and  storage  facilities  came  under 
the  control  of  the  Swindon  Corporation  in  accordance  with  Government  policy.  None 
of  the  water  from  the  four  sources  has  plumbo-solvent  action  and  all  water  is 
chlorinated  before  passing  into  the  mains. 

Sources 

V/ater  for  public  supply  is  obtained  from  four  sources  as  follows 

Ashton  Keynes  boreholes,  an  adit  into  the  chalk  at  Clyffe  Pypard,  a well  at  Broad 
Town  and  a certain  amount  from  the  main  which  carries  the  water  from  Latton  borehole 
to  Swindon,  The  Latton  boreholes  sited  in  this  district  provides  a big  percentage  of 
the  water  used  by  Swindon,  This  part  of  North  Wiltshire  is  most  fortunate  in  having 
these  la.rge  underground  supplies.

Distribution 


The  two  reservoirs  at  Flaxlands  are  supplied  by  a 10”  and  12"  main  pumped 
thereto  from  the  Ashton  Keynes  pumping  station.  The  Ashton  Keynes  elevated  tank 
and  Cricklade  reservoir  are  also  supplied  by  smaller  mains  connected  to  the  10" 
main.  Water  reaches  Flaxlands  reservoirs  per  the  12"  via  Purton  and  a connection 
to  the  6"  main  Hook  to  Purton,  An  8"  main  reducing  to  6"  suiai'jlies  water  from 
Hook  as  far  as  Wootton  Bassett  but  the  Coxstalls  elevated  tank  is  no  longer  in 
use,  A 9”  main  supplies  water  from  Hook  to  V/ootton  Bassett,  thence  by  means  of 
a 6"  main  to  Tockenham  and  Lyneham,  A new  10"  main  from  Flaxlands  at  Hook  to 
the  R.A.F,  Lyneham  was  completed  early  in  1964,  From  a tank  at  Lyneham  aerodrome, 
water  is  pumped  to  the  Bradenstoke  tank.  The  greater  part  of  Broad  Town  parish 
is  supplied  by  means  of  a 3”  main  from  a well  at  Broad  Town  but  the  Ashton  Keynes 
source  now  supiolics  Marlborough  Road,  Wootton  Bassett,  as  far  as  Cotmarsh,  Broad 
Town,  Parts  of  Clyffe  Pypard  parish  are  supplied  from  the  Clyffe  Pypard  heading.

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  no  poison  resistance  was  discovered  and 
although  the  number  of  infested  properties  was  up  by  30  it  will  be  noted  that  the 
number  of  visits  and  surveys  was  greater  than  last  year  whilst  the  percentage 
incidence  of  infested  properties  fell  pointing  to  continued  control  and  indeed 
improvement  of  the  over-all  condition  of  the  district. 

The  Pest  Control  Officer  in  addition  carried  out  the  major  proportion  of  the 
insect  disinfestation  and  fly  control  and  all  the  feral  pigeon  work. 

The  method  of  tackling  the  task  remains  the  same  dealing  with  all  notified 
complaints  and  continuing  coverage  of  the  district  by  planned  survey,

LITTER  ACT  1938 


L scheme  has  been  operating  for  over  three  years  whereby  bulky  items  of 
unv;anted  materials  and  rubbish  are  removed  from  households  other  than  on  normal 
house  refuse  collection  by  arrangement  with  the  occupiers  and  free  of  charge. 

This  does  prevent  a fair  amount  of  illegal  dumping  in  ditches,  hedgerows  and  open 
land  and  this  work  has  been  facilitated  now  that  we  have  a stand-by  vehicle  of 
a type  suitable  for  this  work.  This  vehicle  is  also  put  to  work  at  reasonable 
intervals  clearing  up  ditches  and  land  despoiled  in  this  way.  During  the  year 
it  became  abundantly  clear  that  the  hand  road  sweeper  is  still  the  best  way  to 
keep  litter  from  busy  shopping  streets  and  the  public  and  trade  associations  really 
appreciate  the  work  put  in  by  these  men  employed  by  the  County  Council,  Their 
task  and  ours  is  still  made  difficult  by  vandals  who  damage  litter  bins  and  throw 
refuse  about  to  tingle  their  small  minds.  Heavy  fines  seem  no  deterrent  to  the 
litter  lout  and  perhaps  a penalty  imposing  a month's  street  sweeping  or  ditch 
clearance  may  be  more  effective  if  legislation  made  it  possible  to  impose  such  a 
deterrent,  I suppose  it  is  the  price  we  pay  in  a civilian  society  but  as  is  well 
loiown  an  army  would  find  a way,

The  Council  made  this  work  the  responsibility  of  the  department  and  a 
quarterly  report  on  action  is  made  to  the  Plans  8c  Development  Committee.  Apart 
from  the  cost  of  the  vehicle  pound  there  has  been  no  cost  to  the  Council  to  date 
all  vehicles  being  moved  free  of  charge  by  agreements  made  with  local  scrap 
operators  in  the  district.  This  work  commenced  late  in  19^5  before  the  Act  and 
Regulations  and  since  that  date  291  vehicles  have  been  removed,  of  these  in 
1970.  Viewed  in  the  light  of  these  figures  one  can  imagine  how  the  problem  would 
laave  grown  without  control.
